It was also noted 
that many cars are parking daytimes 
for the evening rate of 25¢ as the change 
over to 50¢ is not made until 7 a.m. 
Commissioner Hartmann, supported by 
Commissioner Roznowski, moved that 
daytime rate of 50¢ be charged from 
5 am. to 5 p.m. and evening rate of 
25¢ from 5 p.m. to 5 a.m. Also lease 
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rate increased to $150.00 for daytime 
Monday thru Friday. This change to 
become effective July 1, 1971.

She is just trying to work her 
daughter into the business so that they will 
have more space to take care of their 
customers more conveniently. She stated 
that her shop is very small.
